THE SANTA ANA CHILD 
MURDER. 


The case of Smith, who murdered hia 
son near Santa Ana, on the strength of an 
imaginary divine command, appears from 
the evidence to be one of mental derange­ 
ment. 
Indeed it is hard to understand 
what is meant when it is said that “ the 
“ prisoner presents no indications of in- 
“ sanity.” 
Wo should have thought that 
the deed he confesses to was as conclusive 
on that head as could be expected. 
Sane 
men do not fancy that they are the re­ 
cipients of divine commands, much less of 
divine commands to sacrifice their own 
children. 
It is true that the legend of 
Abraham’s intended sacrifice has had an 
unfortunate effect upon several diseased 
brains, and it may perhaps be admitted 
that it contains a peculiar temptation to 
unbalanced minds. 
In this case, how­ 
ever, the man does not seem to have im­ 
agined that a parallel with the rescue of 
Isaac was to be established. 
He thought 
he had been ordered to kill his child, and 
he forthwith killed him. 
We should say 
that all that was necessary to establish the 
insanity of this man was proof of the 
reality of his belief in the divine com­ 
mand. 
But supposing that his insauity is 
established, it by no means follows that he 
ought not to be punished. 
We have never 
ntertained any coubt as to the insanity of 
Gniteau, but neither have we ever enter­ 
tained a doubt as to the justice of bis ex­ 
ecution. 
This man Smith says that he 
stood prepared to slaughter all his family 
if the Lord dirtcted him to do so, and we 
quite believe that he would have done so. 
But at the same time he no donbt knew 
that he was du ng wrong, and he could 
have restraimd himself had he desired to 
do so. 
As to the alleged participation of 
his wife in the murd.-r, it appears that she 
simply did not prevent her husband from 
consummating the crime. 
They all lived 
on an island a quarter of a mile from the 
coast, and communication with the main­ 
land had to be made with a boat. 
The 
woman may very well be supposed to have 
been under dur-ss, or 
she may hxve 
shared the delusion of her husband. 
Such 
casts are by t, • m< ans uncommon, where 
people live so i. .ry 1 ves, and where there 
is little intelligence ou eithtr side.

On the 7th instant the New York World 
observed, “ today’s work, without ques 
“ tion, secures the next House of Repre­ 
sen ta tiv es to the Democrats.” 
It then, 
speaking of the tariff, proceeded : 
“ The 
“ moat urgent question of ‘ practical pol- 
“ itica ’ now presented is whether the party 
“ will have the senee and courage to take 
“ a positive stand on the question ttpon 
“ which the next election to the Presi- 
“ dency is probably to be decided—upon 
“ a question on .which, at any rate, they 
“ have a chance to take the side of 
“ right and reason, and the certainty that 
“ the country will come round to that 
" side—or whether they will confine them- 
“ selves to a fruitless and frivolous opposi­ 
t i o n .” 
Yesterday we published amODg 
our dispatches the substance of an inter­ 
view with Congressman Randall on the 
same subject. Mr. Randall is an exponent 
of Democratic Protectionism, but he pos­ 
sesses great influence in his party, and if he 
is elected Speaker of the House, his views 
will no doubt be reflected largely in the 
composition of the committees, as also in 
the party policy. 
He is of course com­ 
pel ltd to recognize the demand for rednced 
taxation, and he goes the length of admit­ 
ting that a protective tariff with Protec­ 
tion as its main object, is not justified. 
He thinks, however, that by maintaining 
the tariff and calling it a revenue tariff 
with incidental protection, all difficulties 
may be got over. 
His true bias appears in 
his approval of the entire abolition of the 
Internal 
Revenue 
taxes; 
a measure 
which would render any useful nullifica­ 
tion of the tariff impracticable, since it 
would throw the whole burdeu of the 
revenue upon that system. 
This is the 
favorite Protectionist device at present, 
and it must be concluded that Mr. Ran 
dall, and such Democratic Congressmen as 
think with him, will advocate it in the 
next Congress. 
The Protectionists think that they can 
solve the problem in this wav without 
disturbing the tariff. 
So long as the In­ 
ternal Revenue taxes remain it will he 
open to the tariff reformers to urge radical 
revision of the tariff. 
But with a reduc­ 
tion of $,0,000.000 a year in the revenue 
caused by abolishing the Internal Revenue 
taxes, they think tariff revision must be 
abandoned. 
Mr. Randall is frank enough 
to admit that though he is sure the country 
would not tolerate direct taxation, yet 
that method would unquestionably compel 
Congress to be economical, and would be 
the shortest and most effective way to 
reduce taxation. 
The assumption that the 
country wonld not tolerate direct taxation 
may or may not be justified. 
No doubt 
there is a prejudice against that form of 
taxation ; but if the American people can 
be made to understand that indirect taxa­ 
tion through a tariff involves the payment 
of two or three times the amount which 
direct taxes wonld demand, it seems possi­ 
ble that they might change their opinion ou 
this matter. 
Mr. Randall’s ideas are of 
course not representative of the Free Trade 
Democratic element, and 
that 
is 
the 
element which the country would be glad 
to hear from just now. 
We have known 
all along that the Protectionists would not 
allow the tariff to be modified if they 
could prevent it, but what nobody knows 
yet is the piogramme the Free Trade Dem­ 
ocrats are prepared to adopt. 
We believe the WorUl is right in saying 
that the 
country will 
certainly come 
round to the side of right and reason in 
this matter, and that is the side of Free 
Trade. 
The Protectionists as usual try to 
throw all sorts of difficulties in the way, 
as, for instance, by pretending that the 
tariff is necessary to the production of rev­ 
enue, that it would be unfair to tax native 
productions and to admit foreign ones free, 
and so forth. 
But no intelligent Free 
Trader has ever propasen any unfair scheme, 
and all these objections are irrelevant or 
puerile. 
What Free Traders demand is not 
a sudden and complete abolition of the 
tariff, but a careful and gradual reduction 
of it, beginning with those provisions 
which are most inequitable and injurious, 
doing away as rapidly as possible with the 
“ Protective ” features of it, and remodel­ 
ling the fiscal syatem upon an enlightened 
and scientific basis. 
The bulk of the In­ 
ternal Revenue taxes, that is to pay the 
taxes on whisky and tobacco, would be re­ 
tained under such a system. 
There is no 
reason why these taxes should ever be re­ 
moved. 
They are placed upon luxuries, 
and taxes upon luxuries are always the 
least burdensome and most productive. 
But the aim of reformers would be to free 
from taxation the necessaries of life as 
fully as possible, and above all so to ar­ 
range the fiscal system that all Bhould bear 
an equal proportion of the burdens of tax­ 
ation, and that no class should be sup­ 
ported at the cost cf any other class. 
Tnis is what an ever-growing element of 
the American people demands, and the 
question is whether the Democratic party is 
prepared to avail itself of its great oppor­ 
tunity, or whether, a3 the World suggests, 
it will confine itself “ to a fruitless and 
“ frivolous opposition.” 
Iu considering 
the probabilities it must be acknowledged 
that the Democratic party has hitherto 
exhibited neither sense nor courage in 
this relation. 
On the contrary, it has 
been eo fearful of not imitating its oppo­ 
nents, that on more than one occasion of 
late years it has striven to make itself out 
as much in favor of Protection as the Re­ 
publicans. 
Moreover, the national De­ 
mocracy is at least as corrupt and decrepit 
as its adversary. 
It has long ceased to 
possess aoy strong men or able statesmen. 
It is completely in the hands of “ Besses.” 
It has for many years manifested no ca­ 
pacity to rise above the sordid greed of 
spoils. 
It has become a confirmed Trim­ 
mer. 
Nobody can say what its prin­ 
ciples are. 
It would be a great mistake 
to suppose that its late successes indicate 
any popular confidence in Democratic gov­ 
ernmental ability. 
Ttiey only demonstiato 
that the Republican party has exhausted 
the patience of the people. 


Under the circumstances, therefore, we 
cannot anticipate any exhibition of wis­ 
dom or courage on the part of the Demo­ 
cratic Congress. 
The Democratic leaders 
will probably be chiefly desirous to avoid 
all pronounced acts. 
Their first object 
will be to make such arrangements as will 
maintain the present political situation 
uutil 1SS4. 
Tncre is no ground for sup­ 
posing that they understand public opin­ 
ion. 
Certainly they have never given any 
proof of such a comprehension. 
Of coarse 
they may do better than they have done, 
I ut it will be time enongh to give them 
credit slicD they have deserved it. 
As 
Pope .has it, “ What can we reason but 
“ from what we know ! ” and all that we 
know of the Democracy leads us to the 
conclusion that it is far more likely to 
blunder than to act wisely. 
It has a great 
opportunity before it, but it has had sev­ 
eral s tnilar great opportunities before, and 
it has invariably wasted them, or done 
worse. 
Should it now act as heretofore, 
’ however, we are satisfied that a new party 
1 will come into existence to deal with the 


new issues of th e tim es, and th a t new 
party will naturally a ttra c t to itself the 
best thought and intelligi nee of both the 
old ones, and will supplant them the mo­ 
ment battle is joined before the people.

HOME HAPPENINGS. 


We arc constrained to apprdve the reso­ 
lution of the San Francisco Democratic 
leaders and successful candidates, to ab­ 
stain from all pnblic rejoicings over their 
recent successes. 
Such a resolution really 
indicates better judgmert than the Demo­ 
crats have been in the habit of exhibiting. 
For a public ratification meeting, or pro­ 
cession, or anything of that kind, would 
have involved a fco’.iah and indeed puerile 
ignoring of the fact that the late elections 
do not indicate any access of confidence in 
the Democracy, but simply prove the de­ 
termination of the people to punish Repub­ 
lican demagogism and 
“ Bosaism.” 
In 
this State it is a notorious truth that the 
success of the Democratic ticket was the 
work of Republican votes, aud to have 
treated such a victory as in any sense a 
partisan success wonld have been to mar 
the Democratic opportunity at the very 
outset.

on which tue faculty is exercised. 
The readiest w«y 
to ascertain 
what it 
is, 
is 
to 
observe 
w hat 
it 
does. 
A 
painter 
looks 
upon 
a landscape, 
but 
in transferring his picture he may fill it 
in on the canvas with th at which memory 
holds in her treasure-house. 
Memory gives 
him the materials for the work. 
Im agina­ 
tion is not a complex, but a simple faculty of 
our constitution. 
To build her magnificent 
structures, imagination must have materials, 
and these are drawn from the wealth of the 
mind. 
W ithout good tasto and sound judg- 
m eat, there may be erratic genius th at will 
make men stare, but there it ends. 
Milton 


w eb cited as standing unrivaled among Brit­ 
ish p ets for brilliancy of imagination. 
The 
power of fancy depends entirely on chains of 
analogy, and never reaches the lofty plane at- 
tai.—i by her sister imagination. 
He quoted 
fro m Sc itt a striking illustration of the dis­ 
tinction between fancy and imagination. Im ­ 
agination revels in loftier atmospheres than 
fancy aspires to.

AMONG THE PUGILISTS. 


[New York Clipper.] 
About the moet promiueot man in pugilistic 
circles in this country at the present time is 
Arthur 
Chambers, the 
recognized 
light­ 
weight champion of America, and who be lure 
be came to tho United Stales was light-weight 
champion of England. Mr. Chambi rs is the 
hero of a number of hard-fought battles in 
England and America, and his opponents 
have all been promiceat pugilistic lights. He 
is now proprietor of the Champion’s Rest, at 
Ridge avenue and Wood street Philadelphia, 
which establishment is a rendezvous fur all 
the leading sporting characters of the country. 
Mr. Chambers wob bom in Salford, near Man­ 
chester, England, on December 3, 1847, and 
after some ter vies in the British Navy he 
commence! his 
pugilistic 
career 
when 
hut 17 years of aze. 
His first fijht ir, 
England was with Arthur Webb, at M le 
Hill, near Manchester, cn October 1 18151, 
whom he easily defeated, 
ilis subsequent 
battles in England wsie as follows : Oa No­ 
vember 8, 18C5, he fought the famous Ned. 
Evans, at Fiouch, near Hazelhead Bridge, and 
conquered him after a terrible Btruggl*. He 
then tried his strength and skill with Jim 
Prior, a noted pugilist of Galford. at Fiouch. 
on February G. I860, and again be came off 
with flying colors, atter a hard fought battle. 
Next he was matched wirh Jim Brady, at 
Newburg, on August 7, 1SG6; but while the 
fight was going on the authorities interfered, 
and the two men met the next day at Chat 
Moss, when Chambers was defeated for the 
first time, after a fearful battle cf sixty-three 
rounds, lasting over three honrs. Late in the 
fall of that year he was matched against 
Dick Goodwin, alios “ Spring-heeled Dick,” 
at Acton Bridge, and after 105 rounds had 
been fought the fight ended in a draw. 
Chambers then went to Ixmdon, where the 
well-known Billy Shaw took him in hand, 
and he w-s pitted against Jim Finch, in the 
London D istric t, May 21,1807, and the piizs- 
moeey was divided. 
He then fought and de­ 
feated ia succession Harry Kimberley, Ned 
Evens, Tern Scattergood ar,d some of his old 
opponents. 
Mr. Chim ben arrived in this 
cjuntry at New York oa March 31,1871, and 
brought with him the English eilvor priz? 
belt, inscribed: “ Lightweight Champion’s 
Belt, presented to Arthur Chambers by his 
backers and friends in consideration of his 
manly conduct, both ia and out cf the prize 
ring, previous to his departure for America, 
February 24, 1871 ; Victoria Music Ha!!, 
Manchester.” Soon after his arrival in New 
York Chambers bsued repeated challenges, 
and at last a match w -s arranged between 
him and the celebrated B-liy Edwards. This 
great fight was for Sl.OCO a side, and took 
plae*- cn an island in Canada, en September 
4, 1872. The battle w-s a tremendous one, 
and after an hour’s display of skill and 
pluck on both sides, the fight was swarded 
to Chambers on a claim of foul. He then 
fought Saddons, and won the fight in one 
hour and forty minutes. Chambers’ last and 
greatest fight was with the renowned John 
H . Claik, in Canada, on March 27, 1870, for 
the light-weight champion-hip cf America 
and $2.900. The fi„ht was one of the moat 
memorable ones in the annals of pugilism, 
consisting of 137 rounds, and lasting two 
hours and twenty minutas. It was fairly- 
won by Chambers, and that great victory 
made him lig h t-w eig h t champion of America. 
The writer w :.s sitting in the Champion’s 
Rest recently in pleasant convert a'i n with 
the champion, who is as pleasant a gentle­ 
man socially as he is fiery and invulnerable 
in the priii-ring. We were talk ng over a 
variety of subjects, and among others of 
matters pertaining to training for a fight.
